3. Independent claims 6 and 14 constitute a 
reformulation of claim 1 in order to define the 
corresponding use and device required to implement 
the process defined in claim 1. The same arguments 
with respect to novelty and inventive step apply to 
these claims - 

Claims 6 and 14 therefore also fail to meet the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(2) and 33(3). 

4. Dependent claims 2-5 and 7-13 do not contain any 
additional features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, could 
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lead to subject matter involving an inventive step 
because the subject matter of these claims can 
either be directly derived from the disclosure in 
document Dl (see paragraph 25 for claims 2, 5, 11 
and 12; paragraph 23 for claims 7 and 9; paragraph 
18 for claim 8) or represent simple design details 
which are generally known to a person skilled in the 
field of telecommunications. 

Claims 2-5 and 7-13 therefore do not meet the 
requirements of PCT Article 33(3) .
